G. E. 'Dutch' Crest 
Remembers Disastrous 
'98 Shawneetown Flood 


O. 
E. “DUTCH” CREST, 
the 
thresherman and producer of big 
eggs back just a piece from Pank- 
eyville, came in yesterday with an 
unusual picture. 
The photo is on a postal card and 
underneath it are these 
words: 
“Break in the Shawneetown levee 
that caused the flood on Sunday, 
April 3rd, 1898, 4:30 p. rn.” That s 
the photo at the top of this column. I 
Right there on the picture is a 
gap in the levee with water in be­ 
tween and people on the other side 
looking at it. 
“The picture was taken after the 
water 
had 
receded 
some,” 
Mr. 
Crest said. 
•

* 
“Dillch” was a boy living at 
Equality at the time of the 1898 
flood, which was caused by the 
break in the north levee, over 
which the road now rises and de­ 
scends to go to Big Lake, Round 
Pond and other spots in that gen­ 
eral direction. 
“We went down to see the flood 
the first day we could get into 
town,” he said. 
“ It was like a 
county fair, so many people were 
there to see what had happened. 
“Right after we got there we 
saw them bring in the body of an 
elderly man who had drowned," 
he continued. “Later we saw them 
bring in the bodies of two drowned 
women. 
There was a cobblestone 
road that was built up pretty high 
and they landed the boat at this 
cobblestone road near the old court 
house steps.” 
Mr. Crest stood and saw the 
break in the levee just like the 
people in the picture, who are 
barely discernible near the left 
center of the photo 
“ It cleaned out about 200 feet 
of levee and took away a lot of 
buildings in its path," he stated, 
“At the time, people down there 
claimed that muskrats had worked 
holes in the levee and when the 
waters came up they started work­ 
ing out the dirt and then burst 
through. 
“ Down at the other end of town 
you could see the bodies of cattle, 
hogs and chickens piled up against 
the side of the south levee.”

A look back into history shows 
that this flood of 1898, caused by 
water breaking through the levee, j 
was the most disastrous of all the 
Shawneetown floods in loss of life. 
Twenty-five persons perished as 
the tremendous pressure of the

SPRINGFIELD tm — The Illi­ 
nois Legislature began its 13-day 
Easter recess Thursday. 


The legislators left Springfield 
Wednesday afternoon in somewhat 
lighthearted mood, after hurrying 
through the day’s calendar 
and 
committee meetings with a mini­ 
mum of argument and oratory. 
They left a flood of new bills to 
tackle when they return late this 
month, however. Some 160 bills 
were dropped 
in the legislative 
hoppers Wednesday. 
Among them was a bill which 
would require persons who receive 
general relief payments from the 
state 
to assign 
their 
hank ac­ 
counts, insurance policies and oth­ 
er property in return. 
It would also place a lien against 
the estate of any person on relief. 
so 
welfare 
claims 
against 
the 
estate could be collected in event 
of death. 
The 
lien law 
recommendation 
was the key proposal of a legisla­ 
tive committee, 
headed bv Sen 
W. Russell 
Arrington 
(R Evans­ 
ton) which has been investigating 
the high cost of public aid in times 
of prosperity. 
Pass Two School Bills 
Money 
repaid 
under the lien 
law would go to the welfare agen­ 
cy 
which distributed 
the relief 
payments *- county, town shin or 
city — 
a n d then 
w o u l d 
be 
divided between the state and lo 
cal government^ aerording to the 
contribution each marie to the as­ 
sistance program. 
In floor action Wednesday the 
Senate passed a bill to permit lo­ 
cal 
school 
boards 
to decide if 
schools in their districts 
should 
require physical education class­ 
es. 
Physical education 
classes 
are 
now mandatory 
throughout 
the state. 
The measure also would affect 
the four state teachers colleges* It 
was passed over the objection of 
the School Problems Commission, 
which had recommended the pres­ 
ent physical education program of 
200 minutes a week be reduced to 
150, with supervised recess activi­ 
ties also counting toward physical 
education time. 
The measure 
now goes 
to the 
House. 
Also passed and sent to 
the House was a bill to permit two 
or more school districts to coop­ 
erate 
in establishing 
a junior 
college 
program, 
using 
existing 
school facilities.

Newspapers, 
Surrey Discloses 


NEW YORK (UP) — Three 
hundred and seventy-nine of 
the nation’s 1,738 daily Eng­ 
lish language newspapers are 
now selling for more than a 
nickel, the American Newspa­ 
per Publishers Assn. reported 
Wednesday. 
The ANPA’s annual survey 
of newspaper prices showed 
that 97 of those newspapers 
had raised prices during the 
last year. 
As of today, the ANPA said, 
69 newspapers are selling for 
six cents, 249 for seven cents 
and 61 for ten cents. 
There 
were only 43 ten-cent newspa­ 
pers a year ago. 
Sunday 
editions 
of 
daily 
newspapers 
retailing 
at 
IO 
cents represent 44 4 per cent 
of total, compared with 44 9 
per cent in the last survey. 
Number selling at six cents, 
seven cents, 20 cents and 25 
cents increased, while number 
of fiveeent, lOcent, 
12cent 
and 15-cent decreased.

Carrier Mills 


Buys Additional 
Water Supply 


Carrier Mills’ water supply h a s ­ 
been more than doubled as the 
result of 
action 
completed 
this 
week. 
An abandoned stripping opera 
tion of approximately 50 acres with 
a water capacity of about 60 mil­ 
lion gallons has been purchased 
by the village from Charley Harris 
and Gus McDonald. 
The property is just north of the 
city limits of Carrier Mills and 
has been abandoned so long that 
the sides are all earth covered and 
there is no copperas in the water 
"The water has been tested and 
approved by health authorities,” a 
village official stated. 
The property, an old Blue Bird 
stripping operation, is known as 
! the Dodd strip and has been a 
1 popular fishing spot for some time. 
A gate at the south end of the 
strip controls the water flow and 
it will be possible to lower the 
gate and water will flow by gravity 
to the present pump station on the 
banks of the Carrier Mills reser­ 
voir. 
Plans call for building a levee 
this summer that will increase the 
water capacity by six feet. 
The capacity 01 the Carrier Mills 
reservoir is estimated at 40 mil­ 
lion gallons. 
With the newly ac­ 
quired property in its present con­ 
dition the water now available is 
estimated at IOO million gallons. 
Purchase 
price 
was 
$9,750.00, 
with $1,000 down payment and the 
balance to be paid out at $1,000 
per year. 
One official stated, “We think 
we can make the payments on the 
additional 
water 
sales 
to 
tank 
trucks. 
In the past wfe have had 
to limit sales, but now we can sup­ 
ply all requests for water.”

Wilson said a check made by 
him a few days ago revealed that 
five townships had not submitted 
names for the April grand jury. 
Next scheduled grand jury would 
he for the September term but Wil­ 
son said he will definitely ask for 
a special grand jury before that 
time, probably in June. 
Both the grand jury, which meets 
to consider indictments, and the 
petit jury, which hears evidence in 
trials, are scheduled to convene 
Monday.

Stefko failed to show up for his 
trial 
last month before Gallatin 
County Judge Joseph Hale and was 
jailed overnight. Stefko then asked 
for a new judge.

The flood danger is rising with 
the Little Wabash River al Carmi 
Thursday where an estimated 25 
families have already been forced 
to flee their homes. 
The Little Wabash rose 9 !2 inch­ 
es overnight at Carmi to .32 8 feet 
which is almost 4 feet above flood 
stage. 
A crest of 33 4 feet has 
been predicted for Friday. 
Water ran 2 to 3 feet deep in 
some of the homos in the east sec­ 
tion of town and seven streets were 
Mocked. 
Most of the flood victims have 
moved in with relatives or neigh­ 
bors. 
Other residents in the low 
lying area are keeping a wary eye 
on the water ami some *re pre­ 
paring to move. 
The Red Cross is ready to give 
assistance if the flood danger wors 
ens. 
At Mount Carmel, on the Wabash 
River, water rose more than a half 
foot Wednesday night to a bout 
22 4 feet which is near the pre­ 
dicted crest. 
No evacuations have 
been reported at Mount C armel.

Arrests Reds to 
Stay in Power 


Cairo Reports 
Protest to U. S. on 
Passage of Tanker

A (’a 11*0 newspaper said Thurs­ 
day King Sand of Saudi Arabia 
had warned Israel that Saudi artil­ 
lery will open fire on any Israeli 
ship trying to pass through th# 
Gulf of Aqaba. 
The warning was reported by tha 
independent newspaper Al Ahram 
which also said Saudi Arabia and 
Egypt had protested formally to 
the United States against passage 
of an American tanker through the 
guf to an Israeli pert 
At the same time an Egyptian 
spokesman said Israel had refused 
to withdraw' troops from positions 
on Egyptian territory covering the 
approaches to the Israeli port of 
Eilat at head of the Guf of Aqaba. 
In Jordan, whpre a major politi­ 
cal crisis was feared, King Hus­ 
sein 
was reported arresting all 
known Communists in Amman and 
other Jordan cities in a desperate 
effort to -stay in power. 
Hussein also was reported con­ 
sidering placing his country under 
military government following the 
resignation of pro Soviet Premier 
Suleiman Nabulsi, 
No outbreaks 
were reported, 
but Nabulsi has 
shown before he can call out mob 
support from among the Pales­ 
tinian refugees if he needs it. 


Fear Israel Aggression 


A dispatch from Amman—one of 
the few to penetrate the heavy 
censorship there—said King Hus­ 
sein Thursday asked former For­ 
eign Minister Hussein Khalidi to 
form a new cabinet. 
Diplomatic 
circles predicted he would be un­ 
able to do so. 
The three major 
parties in Nabulsi’s cabinet an­ 
nounced they would not enter th# 
new cabinet 
A United Press dispatch from 
Damascus said many Syrian news­ 
papers expressed fear that Israel 
might “ commit aggression against 
Jordan” if a conflict breaks out 
between Hussein’s and Nabulsi’s 
followers. 
Political circles in Damascus af­ 
firmed that the Syrian army was 
ready to aid Jordan in the event 
of an Israeli attack. 
Western diplomats reaching the 
Israeli sector of Jerusalem Thurs­ 
day from Jordan said there was 
no indication whatsoever of a mil­ 
itary 
“ showdown” between 
pro- 
Soviet and anti-Soviet Arab troops 
stationed in Jordan. But they said 
the underground warware could be 
decisive in the power struggle. 


Arabs Protest to U. S. 


American Egyptian 
negotiations 
on operation of the Suez Canal re­ 
mained stalemated, and Cairo re­ 
ports said Egyptian Foreign Min­ 
ister Mahmoud Fawzi had used 
the last meeting with U. S. Am­ 
bassador Raymond Hare to protect 
against transit of the Gulf of Aqaba 
by the American tanker Hill with 
oil for Israel. 
Al Ahram said Saudi Arabia sent 
a formal protest to Washington de­ 
claring the passage “ was without 
due respect for national sovereign­ 
ty over territorial waters and in 
disregard of the provisions of in­ 
ternational law ” 
The Soviet Union, which has in­ 
creased its anti-American propa­ 
ganda 
broadcasts to the Middle 
East since announcement of the 
Eisenhower Doctrine accused the 
United States of trying to violate 
Egyptian sovereignty.

iurely should be visited. 
Not one 
of the fam ous Seven Wonders of 
E gypt; nevertheless, this wonder 
spot—it is one a re a —is unique and 
spectacular, and is of scenic im ­ 
portance. 
About four miles below Herod, 
on Route 34, is a sign which reads, 
“ R au m —12 
miles.” 
This 
R aum 
road Ain^ west through hollows 
and over ridges which are rem in­ 
iscent of m ountain scenes in West 
Virginia. 
Big G rand P ierre creek 
is a welcome interlude, with con­ 
siderable w ater, and cool, attra c t­ 
ive 
shade. 
Beyond two 
concrete 
fords the road dips down into a 
short of intervale, an isolated v al­ 
ley 
surrounded 
by 
high 
hills, 
large enough to be divided into 
several farm s. 
This is a lovely 
valley, with a nam e 
right out of 
Genesis—Sodom. 
At the head of 
Sodom Valley, and west from the 
old Golconda-Lusk-Horod road 
is 
Caroline Collyer Hollow and One 
H orse Gap. 


Once Indian Short Cut 


The one passage through a cliff 
of considerable 
l e n g t h is up 
through a crevasse which is only 
wide enough for horsem en to ride 
in 
single 
file; 
hence 
the nam e 
"O ne Hoss Gap ” 
Indians, 
ac­ 
cording to Sodom legend, 
often 
used thU gap a'- a short cut. On a 
rock at the lower entrance to tho 
gap is, so ’tis claimed, a carving 
of a horse. 
Up above is one of 
the best of views of our southeast­ 
ern Ozarks. with the hills of Ken 
tucky in the background.

view, 
as might be expected,

best

‘Kentucky 
Rock ” Also up above is “ K iltie” 
Rock. 
The “ Kittle” , according to 
description, is an

G ap is the head of Caroline Coll 
yer Hollow, and rock form ations 
which are unlike any 
found else­ 
w here in our O zark area. 


Water-Worn Rocks 


Atop 
the ridge are 
irreg u la r 
rock 
m asses, 
having a com m on 
characteristic 
Most 
of 
these 
m asses are rounded, and smooth. 
F rom a distance the rock forms 
m ight suggest a view across the 
backs of a large herd of elephants. 
There is none of the irreg u lar 
erosion which is characteristic at 
the G arden of the Gods, or of the 
sharper fractures which are c o m ­ 
mon at Bell Smith Springs. These 
rocks, of conglom erate over finer 
sand, look water-worn. 
The great 
Illinois glacier roached to within 
ten air miles of the site—-perhaps 
this is the reason. 
W ater 
has cut a steep 
chute 
through a cliff down into Caroline 
Collyer Hollow. From the rounded 
rocks on tile ridge the way down 
into the hollow is through a n a r ­ 
row. and alm ost hidden slit in the 
cliff, then 
down through 
a gap 
which was cut through the ridge 
m any long ages ago. 
The depth 
of the hollow, and the height and 
steepness of the w ater chute iv at 
first sight, surprising, and, at sill 
times, spectacular. 
One “ H oss” Gap and cliff lined 
“ C ar’line 
Collyer 
Holler" 
is 
a 
pleasant 
area 
to explore.

is that 
it is not better 
known outside the Sodom Valley 
community.
